Roche’s Amendment Re Rail- 


way Lands 


Ottawa, April 3.—This was a wesi- 
ern day in the House. It was thesec- 
ond day of the debate on the motion of 
Dr. Roche in amendment to supply ask- 
ing the Government to make all the 
railway corporations and land compan- 
ies select their lands.as early as possi- 
ble. not later than November i906. The 
first speaker was the Hon. Thomas 
Greenway. He reviewed briefly the 
land policy of the late government un- 
der which all lands in the west were 
locked up and pointed to his own strug- 
gles against the C. P. R. monopoly 
clause which had been removed in 1888. 
But the Conservatives had fought all 
the time for its retention, and he could 
not conceive their sincerity now, Be- 
fore the attack which was made on 
the Saskatchewan Valley Land Co. he 
was prepared to show from  resuits 
that it was in the best interests of the 
country, and did -s0, A desert had 
been transformed into a. well populated 
district. He prophesied that. in ten 
years more there would be more people 
west of Lake Superior than east of it. 
Mr. Foster insinuated that Mr. Adam- 
gon of Humbolt, who was a member 
yf the company, had benefited from the 
deal and said Turiff was land commis- 
sioner at the time: Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier scored Mr. Koster for his insinua- 
tion and Messrs. Borden and Oliver had 
a tilt in which the leader of the Oppo- 
tion came out second best. The am- 
endment was defeated by 58 voting for 
and 111 against.

After the greeting of ‘‘Fine day, sr,” 
he continued as the twain walked 
side by side citywards: ‘It makes one 
feel abit lonesome, you see, not to be 
allowed to hang onto a strap or two 
when going to work in the morning. 
Now, Ihave been doing that for some 
time and what I blame the strikers 
for most is this, that they did nod put 
in a word for thos: who pay for a 
seat on a car, but seldom get one, be- 
cause of overcrowding. As the two 
men stepped along together one glean- 
ed from the other that free rides were 
taken because of this overcrowding. Not 
of intention; but the conductors were 
often go crowded in with the struggling 
mass of humanity that it was impos- 
sible for them to do their collecting be- 
fore some, at the smoking end or adja- 
cent to it, would get off free, when the 
car was signalled to stop for others to 


get on. The last few words between 
the two men who had to ‘walk’ are 
worthy of record. ‘You see,’’ said the 


scrite’s companion. “I have saved a 
ticket or ec myself, because of 
men not being able to get at me be- 
caus2 of the mob.
